Kerr Firing 
Condemned 
by Teachers 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) - 


About 1,000 University of Call* 
fornia professors and teachers 
have 
condemned the sudden 


firing of President Clark Kerr 
as a "destructive political inter- 
vention." 


Gov. 
Ronald Reagan in a 


news conference promised the 
university "won't be sullied by 
partisan politics." 


Sharply 
worded 
resolutions 


passed Tuesday by the Academ- 
ic Senates at the Berkeley cam- 
pus and at the campus at Santa 
Barbara were the loudest aca- 
demic outcries since 14 mem- 
bers of the Board of Regents, 
including 
Reagan, voted last 


Friday to end Kerr's career as 
head of the 87,000-student, nine- 
campus university. 


In Sacramento, Reagan called 


the firing "ill-timed but neces- 
sary" and said that Kerr initiat- 
ed the confrontation which led 
to the ouster vote. 


Reagan, who had feuded with 


Kerr over proposals to cut the 
university, budget and impose 
tuition, 
said 
the 
university 


"won't be sullied by partisan 
politics because this governor 
has no intention of ever overrul- 
ing the regents." 


Reagan in his campaign for 


governor last year charged that 
Kerr had permitted political 
activity on the campus in behalf 
of 
Reagan's democratic foe, 


then Gov. Edmund G. Brown. 


The 
Academic Senate 
at 


Berkeley, a few hours l a t e r , 
passed a resolution by an over- 
whelming hand vote charging 
the Kerr firing was political in- 
tervention which "threatens the 
survival of the University of 
California as an institution of 
distinction." There were more 
than 1,000 members present. 


The assembled educators then 


passed 429-246 another resolu- 
tion charging the regents had 
"betrayed" the faculty trust. 


"As 
of today no reputable 


educator 
would 
assume 
the 


presidency 
of that university 


which yesterday was the envy 
of every other state," the reso- 
lution said. "We, the faculty of 
the University of California at 
Berkeley, condemn utterty the 
dismissal of president Clark 
Kerr by the Board of Regents." 


The Senate also opposed the 


tuition plan suggested by Rea- 
gan. It has asked the legislature 
to provide adequate financial 
support for the university and 
has demanded that the factulty 
have a voice in the selection of 
a successor to Kerr.

Tornadoes 
Leave Six 
Persons Dead

At least six persons were 


killed and hundreds Injured by 
tornadoes In Missouri, Iowa and 
Illinois. 


The violence erupted Tuesday 


as 
the 
Midwest basked 
in 


springlike weather that sent the 
temperatures soaring Into the 
mld-70s. It happened when a 
cold air mass collided with the 
unseasonably warm air. 


A teen-age boy and two young 


girls were killed in Missouri and 
a 3-year-old boy died In Iowa. 
A policeman In Chicago and a 
farmer In downstate Illinois also 
died as a result of the fierce 
winds. 


Damage was heaviest In the 


Kansas City, St. Louis and Or- 
rick, Mo., areas where trees 
were 
uprooted, 
power lines 


felled, roofs caved In or were 
ripped off buildings, and various 
structures were demolished. 


"I Just heard the window 


blinds shaking and sounds like 
.something falling," said B.M. 
Carpenter, 
superintendent of 


schools at Orrick, Mo. School 
clocks found amid the debris 
had stopped at 12:52 p.m. 


The Orrick High School took 


the brunt of the first tornado 
reported. One student was killed 
and 14 other students, a teacher 
and two townspeople were in- 
jured. 


Danny Gene Barber, 18, a 


senior, died in the main corridor 
of the school. He apparently 
was 
suffocated under rubble 


from the school's roof which fell

Imogen Cunningham, one of the 
outstanding art photographers 
in the United States, has a quick 
answer to the question of which 
is her greatest photograph. 


"It's the one I'm going to take 


tomorrow," says the woman 
who in April will be 84 years 
young. 


After 60 years as a profession- 


al taking and developing pic- 
tures, this bouncy mother of 
three and grandmother of nine 
refuses to look back. 


"I'm going to keep on just as 


long as my eyes can focus," 
assures the white-haired, pixie- 
faced artist of the lens. 


Forty-one of her works are in 


the Library of Congress and 
others are in New York's Mu- 
seum of Modern Art and George 
Eastman House. 


"Then I'm going to buy a tick- 


et 
around 
the 
world on a 


freighter and get off at every 
stop," she says. 
This year the 


5 foot 4 bundle of energy, whose 
camera has portrayed Gertrude 
Stein, 
Herbert 
Hoover, John 


Masefield and William Somerset 
Maugham, ventured into calen- 
dar art. 


Bosomy females? No. Pano- 


ramic land scenes? No. The 
1967 
calendar for an airline fea- 


tures delicate closeups by Imo- 
gen Cunningham of spiral-lined 
calla lilies, the natural pleats 
in a banana leaf, the orderly 
patterns made by the prickly 
stickers of an agave cactus. 


"Imogen simply amazes me," 


says 
the airline 
spokesman. 


"She talks only about today or 
tomorrow. Never yesterday. 


At rare moments when her 


115-pounds are 
relaxed in a 


chair, her mind is rushing in all 
directions — such as plans for 
the one-woman showing she will 
have at Stanford University in 
April. 


"I'm not conversational with 


people my age," she says. "All 
they can talk about is their ar- 
thritis." 


What portraits did she choose 


to send to the Library of Con- 
gress? 


"I don't send anything to any- 


body," she says, bouncing up to 
serve her guests some sherry. 
"If they don't find me, they can 
go without me." 


Is she just a now-and-then 


photographer 
in view of her 


age? 


"I'm immortalizing 
someone 


whenever I can, as often as I 
can. 
If I don't work, I don't 


eat." 


Ever since her father set up 


here first darkroom in 1901 in a 
woodshed at Third and Clay 
streets in Seattle, Imogen Cun- 
ningham has done her own de- 
veloping, with one exception. 


"I was in Texas and sent on 


my negatives, 
some taken in 


places like Paris, for a San 
Francisco firm to process. But 
some damn fool turned on a 
light and fogged up many of my 
precious pictures. 


"Never again. My basement 


is my dark room. It's very effi- 
cient. I'm the one that isn't." 


Her physical agility is some- 


thing which has to be seen to be 
believed. Ask her how she does 
it and all she will say is: "Fa- 
ther lived to 98 and he was 
sharp as a tack. He wanted me 
to be a schoolteacher, not — as 
he put it — a dirty photogra- 
pher." 


Nevertheless, a photographer 


she became, studying chemistry 
at the University of Washington 
and chemistry as it relates to 
photography in Dresden, Qer* 
many. 


By 1910 she had her own per* 


trait studio in Seattle. After her 
marriage to Roi Partridge, a 
Seattle etcher, and the birth of 
her 
three sons, the family 


moved to San Francisco, where 
she has made her headquarters. 


Honors 
have been heaped 


upon her, such as that of the 
American Society of Magazine 
Photographers in 1964, when she 
was 81. Recently the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner named her one 
of 10 "women of the year," for 
1966. 


Ansel Adams, another noted 


photographer, wrote to her from 
Carmel: "Cheers for being one 
of the women of the year, 'lam 
regretful that you had to be 
mixed up with the other. You 
are the woman of the year." 


Wallace to 
Fight Any 
Fund Cutoff

WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mer Gov. George C. Wallace of 
Alabama carries to the Senate 
Finance Committee today his 
state's fight against a cutoff of 
federal welfare funds. 


Appearing as an assistant to 


Gov. 
Lurleen Wallace, his wife, 


and "as the person under whose 
administration all the fuss de- 
veloped," Wallace argues his 
state's case against a decision 
by Secretary of Welfare John 
W. Gardner terminating the fed- 
eral aid effective Feb. 28. 


Gardner said Alabama is the 


only state that has refused to 
give adequate assurance that it 
will administer public assist- 
ance and child welfare pro- 
grams without racial discrim- 
ination. He ruled the state was 
not in compliance with the non- 
discrimination provisions of the 
1964 
Civil Rights Act. 


On the eve of Wallace's ap- 


pearance before the committee, 
Gardner 
denied 
an Alabama 


motion for postpont ent of the 
Feb. 28 cutoff date. The state 
last week filed suit in federal 
court in an attempt to block his 
order. 


Alabama is receiving an esti- 


mated $95.8 million in federal 
welfare aid this fiscal year. Up 
to 200,000 persons would be af- 
fected by a cutoff. 


Prior to the hearing, Wallace 


termed the dispute "a matter of 
grave principle." 


"The principle is whether or 


not a bureaucrat can cut off 
funds to the blind and sick and 
elderly because an official of a 
state government office won't 
sign a regulation which we be) 
lieve goes beyond the law," he 
said. 


Alabama officials contend the 


Welfare Department's 
regula- 


tions go beyond the intent of the 
Civil Rights Act. They say they 
shouldn't be required to sign 
any assurance until courts have 
ruled on legality of the regula- 
tions. 


The Civil Rights Act requires 


that Senate and House commit- 
tees handling legislation dealing 
with the affected programs be 
given 30 days notice before 
funds are terminated. 


That is why the Finance Com- 


mittee, which considers Social 
Security legislation, 
arranged 


today's hearing at the request of 
Sen. 
Lister Hill, D-Ala.

n my desk are two sets of 
four-color separation nega* 
lives and their matching co- 


lor-key prints-first production 
from our 
new Berkey Direct 


Screen System machine, second 
such machine to be installed by 
an American newspaper. 


The machine, a giant enlarg- 


er coupled to a computer, was 
set up and tested Monday and 
Tuesday, the computer was cali- 
brated for correct automatic ex- 
posure of 
process color—and 


Tuesday's 13-hour day was cli- 
maxed by actual production of 
two 4x5 Ektachrome transpar- 
encies enlarged to make 4-col- 
umn pictures in the newspaper. 


We make no guarantee, because 


this is a production test of the 
most difficult operation known to 
printing, but we are planning to 
make publication of the first full- 
color picture from the automat- 
ic Berkey machine in the South- 
west this coming Saturday, Jan. 
28. If we have trouble with spe- 
cial inks now in the house for 
the big Fairchild color press 
the test will be passed until anoth- 
er week-end and the paper issued 
in black-and-white with the pic- 
ture omitted. 


I was made aware this morn- 


ing of the fact that Hope is in 
the national spotlight because of 
this testing of the second Ber- 
key newspaper machine to be de- 
livered anywhere. The telephone 
rang at 10 a.m. New York City 
was calling. It was D. Dadko of 
the technical research depart- 
ment of 
American Newspaper 


Publishers Association. He want- 
ed to know how we made out 
last night. I told him the ma- 
chine had delivered the goods 
— but the press job was still a- 
head of us, this Saturday. And 
he, like the rest of you, will be 
waiting on that paper. . . . 


These first color pictures were 


produced by our machine in our 
plant—but the Star staff had pre- 
cious little to do with the job. 
The experts were loading up the 
computer and making negatives 
as they went. Only now is the 
machine fully automatic—a push 
button operation that our staff 
will work into gradually. It's go- 
ing to take three months or more 
to learn the procedure, and we'll 
be drawing on outside help un- 
til we master it. 


Top man in our local show

Jensen, product manager for Ber- 
key Technical Corporation, New 
York. He's a Norwegian engi- 
neer who helped develop this new 
machine in Norway. The Nor-

Park, Long Island; Hope Star pur- 
chased the first 8x10-inch ma- 
chine, and right behind us the 
Chicago Tribune bought one like 
ours.
